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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  Fires  —  Our  Most  Shamefui  Waste 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are  careless 
with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  wood- 
lands. Official  figures  show  that  more  than  98  per  cent  of 
all  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness  and  can  be 
prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our 
most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  effects 
far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the 
forests,  the  protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the 
supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset  local  economies  by 
drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  keeping 
the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing. 
In  1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than 
in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden 
and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of,  they 
must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public  —  YOU  ! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVEN- 
TION —  fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly 
working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and 
YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  efifort  and 
can  be  accomplished  by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,   being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the  warden 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burn- 
ing requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 
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Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our 
most  shameful  waste.

Austin-Cate  Academy  (Willis  R.  Phair,  Headmaster)  has 
20  Strafford  pupils  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII  and  26  in 
Grades  IX  to  XII.  The  census  forecasts  the  following 
beginners  entering  Grade  I:  20  in  1950,  10  in  1951,  9  in 
1952,  14  in  1953,  12  in  1954.  By  action  of  the  School  Board, 
the  regulation  providing  for  early  entrance  by  examination 
of  children  5  years  and  6  to  8  months  of  age  will  be  sus- 
pended for  next  year.  Twelve  young  people  from  Strafford 
are  attending  Dover  Area  Vocational  School,  taking  courses 
not  offered  at  Austin-Cate  Academy  (such  as  Agriculture, 
Trades  and  Industries,  Home  Economics.  Commercial, 
Chef,  and  Beautician)  ;  with  tuition  paid  by  the  state.  While 
this  exception  to  the  district's  patronage  of  the  Academy 
may  seem  to  be  a  hardship  to  that  institution,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  weakens  the'  argument  that  small  high  schools 
have  no  excuse  for  existing  (on  account  of  the  limited 
courses  off"ered.) 

The  grade  re-organization  in  the  town  schools,  effective 
last  September,  reducing  the  number  of  grades  per  class- 
room from  six  to  two,  and  involving  a  re-arrangement  of 
bus  routes  and  schedules,  proceeded  without  a  hitch. 

As  authorized  bv  the  annual  school  district  meeting  last 
March,  the  School  Board  of  Straff'ord  has  negotiated  a 
new  high  school  tuition  contract  with  Austin-Cate  Academy. 
Under  this  agreement,  which  has  been  officially  approved 
by  Commissioner  of  Education  Hilton  C.  Buley,  Straff'ord 
will  pay  tuition  at  Austin-Cate  Academy  only;  except  that 
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if  the  state  should  discontinue  paving  tuition  at  the  state 
area  vocational  schools,  the  district  would  pay  tuition  else- 
where for  pupils  taking  vocational  courses  not  ofTered  at 
the  academy. 

A  Mother's  Club  has  been  organized  in  the  Crown  Point 
section,  and  a  similar  organization  for  the  Bow  Lake  and 
Center  neighborhoods.  These  clubs  have  held  meetings  to 
discuss  cooperation  between  the  home  and  school,  some  of 
them  being  open  to  the  public  and  addressed  by  outside 
speakers.  They  have  supplied  various  articles  of  needed 
equipment,  such  as  a  coat-rack  and  electric  record-player, 
and  helped  on  special  occasions  such  as  Christmas  and 
picnics. 

The  first  responsibiltv  for  seeing  that  children  are  in 
good  phvsical  condition  to  attend  school  lies  in  the  home. 
Supplementing  this  are  the  trained  observation  and  system- 
atic record  furnished  by  the  school  nurse,  again  acted  upon 
bv  the  home  and  necessary  medical  attention.  Miss  Myrtle 
Fletcher,  R.N.,  last  vear  sent  home  53  notices,  made  43 
home  visits,  and  accompanied  10  children  to  5  different 
types  of  clinics.  Measles  and  chicken-pox  were  prevalent ; 
but  even  more  important  are  conditions  of  faulty  nutrition, 
tooth  decay,  and  poor  vision,  which  may  not  be  so  con- 
spicuous now,  but  are  serious  in  later  life. 

Strafford  teachers  attended  a  3-day  "workshop"  on  Con- 
servation Education  at  Barrington  School  in  September. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Leavitt  of  the  state  education 
office,  Mr.  Dodge  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department,  and 
a  number  of  other  experts  from  departments  and  organiza- 
tions, the  teachers  and  others  attending  studied  the  subject 
from  reference  books  furnished  by  the  state  library,  viewed 
moving  pictures  of  the  works  of  nature  and  man,  and  took 
field  trips  to  the  state  hatcherv  and  other  points  of  interest 
for  first-hand  observation.  During  this  time  the  assembled 
teachers  took  the  prescribed  loyalty  oath. 

As  part  of  the  "austerity  program,"  Straft'ord's  state  aid 
was  reduced  this  year  from  $6,174.08  to  $3,285.92,  result- 
ing in  an  increased  assessment  to  be  added  to  the  local 
property  tax.  It  is  likely  that  a  broader  tax  base,  using  new 
forms  of  revenue,  will  have  to  be  adopted  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, not  only  to  enable  the  state  to  discharge  its  respon- 
sibility for  the  schools,  but  also  other  necessary  services 
which  the  people  are  minded  to  provide  for  themselves. 
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The  dean  of  x\merican  educations,  Dr.  John  Dewey, 
whose  90th  birthdav  celebration  President  Truman  attended 
in  October,  once  said,  "What  the  best  and  wisest  parent 
wants  for  his  own  child,  that  must  the  community  wants 
for  all  its  children."
